arms and ammunition on a "cash 
and carry" basis with other products 
when other countries are at war 
and this country is neutrrl. Baruch 
said he believed this could be done 
without affecting 
this 
countrj's 


neutrality status. 


"I understand that some of the 


pressure for this legislation is the 
reverse of a wish to treat all na- 
tions alike," Baruch told the com- 
mittee in a formal statement. "It has 
been suggested that the aggressor 
nations if not halted will start 
a 


European war—that if there is a 
European war we can't keep out of 
it and that therefore the only way 
to keep out of war is now to engage 
in economic war against them to 
prevent their starting European war. 


"C«n't Stop Aggressors" 


"On that theory, if our economic 


war fails we will be in military war 
and I think that, if we make eco- 
nomic war, that conclusion is in- 
evitable. I am not sure that even 
with the utmost economic pressure 
we could prevent, European war if 
it were determined upon by the 
aggressors. 
"I also question the theory that we 


must take part in any 
European 


•war. I am no military expert but I 
do happen to have some experience 
•with many nations jn the 
World 


wafTTventure'tffTSGlfeverthat this 
country or tfiis hemisphere can es- 
cape involvement in a 
European 


conflict and we can do this without 
burying our head in the sand: we 
can still raise our voice 
against 


faithlessness and brutality. 


"You will hear It said that if we 


do not go in of our own volition our 
turn will come next. It is true that 
our barriers of seawatcr have been 
narrowed by science and invention. 
But they are still formidable."

Baruch. who xvas President Wil- 


son's chairman of the 191S war in- 
dustries board, said it was incred- 
ible that "without almost complete 
domination of the water arc* sky of 
both the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
a military attack in truly threaten- 
ing force could be launched agaii^t 
this hemisphere from cither Europe 
or Asia."

Since 
1935 four areas'havc been absorbed 
by the Reich: 


1. Saar—Formrely a part of Ger-

status.' In January. 1935, the popu- 
lace chose the Reich.

2. Austria—This country abrupt- 


ly stopped issuing stamps in the 
spring of 1933, when Nazi storm 
troopers took control of the coun- 
try. Austria's last 
stamp, 
issued 


late in 1937, showed a rose in the 


center and the signs of the zodiac 
surrounding it 


3. Czccho-Slovakia—Hitler made 


his first grab here last September 
when he got the Sudeten area. A 
shrunken Czccho-Slovaik issued a 
stamp'noting the newly-won auton- 
omy of the Slovak district just be- 
fore'he'grabbed again this. March 
to end the nation's existence. 


During the 21-years that it issued 


stamps, the country was extraor- 
dinarily prolific—more 
than 600 


major and minor varieties appear- 
ed. The 
stamps—which 
usually 


showed 
historic 
castles, 
monu- 


ments or heroes—ranged in values 
from a few cents to $200. Dealers 
report they are much in demand 
now. 


4. Memel—This area stopped is- 


suing stamps in 1924, so that Hit- 
ler's recent conquest here did not 
mean the end of a philatelic career. 
However, it's significant in that it 
means that Lithuanian stamps will 
no longer circulate in Memel; and

Reich 
will un- 


doubtedly release another "rejoic- 
ing" stamp.

Shawano's Judge

Madison — The 
salary 
of the 


Shawano county judge will remain 
at $3,500 a year until the county 
board decides to change the figure, 
despite the fact that the legislature 
has conferred some justice and cir- 
cuit court jurisdiction on the coun- 
ty court, according to Attorney 
General John E. Martin. 


Martin's opinion was submitted 


in response to a query from James 
E. Larson, district 
attorney of 


Shawano county. 


The county judge's salary was set 


by the Shawano county board in 
1930. 
Earlier the legislature had 


passed an act bestowing additional 
powers on the court. That act, Mar- 
tin pointed out. specified that the 
judge should receive for such extra 
duties $1200 a year "until the coun- 
ty board of Shawano county shall 
by resolution fix 
a different sal- 


ary." 


Martin decided that the county 


judge is only entitled to the salary 


provided by the county board, and 
such fees as allowed by statute 
which arc not liable for payment 
by the county, but that he is en- 
titled to no extra compensation in 


the exercise of circuit court and 
justice court jurisdiction conferred 
by the special act of the legisla- 
tures in 1925.

We are still :n a quandary concerning 


the etiquette that should prevail between 
democracies. 


Should an American, for instance, re- 


strain himself from even a critical glance 
at anything a democracy does, particu- 
larly those selected by our President as 
allies? Or should we remember that it 
was a democracy in Germany that elected 
Hitler to rule it, that a democracy in Mex- 
ico is acting the part of an unashamed 
brigand and that the former head of a 
democracy in Venezuela had about a hun- 
dred wives? 


We choose to stay out of the clouds. 


But if one wants a balloon ride that's his 
business. The books we have read satisfy 
us beyond a quibble that though democ- 
racy be our choice of government it would 
be foolish to hide the fact that democ- 
racies have been selfish, cruel and grasp- 
ing, extreme sometimes in their exalta- 
tion of human rights when they are talk- 
ing about their own, but not at all par- 
ticular about the rights of others. 


The case of France and Syria pro- 


trudes. It isn't receiving a lavish supply 
of propaganda color, but if there is any- 
thing worse about it than Hitler smother- 
ing the Czechs, ogling the Poles, or thirst- 
ing for the Ukraine, we haven't observed 
it 


. The Associated Press says that France 


is reenforcing her defenses in that north- 
west sector of Syria known as the Sanjak 
following an announcement by Turkey 
that she wanted to annex the 10,000 square 
mile area "as quickly as possible." 


The presumption of these Turks is 


something galling. Who ever touched them 
on the forehead with the divine rod that 
gives authority over other peoples? They 


"" are like the commoners presuming to talk 


_ to the nobility or a cat daring to gaze at 


the king. Turks have no right to rule 


• over Syrians. That.privilege belongs to 


France.

• Sanjak and the Turks might as quietly go 


in, all in exchange for -an agreement to 
allow French and British warships to pass 
through the invaluable - Dardanelles from 
the Mediterranean into the Black Sea, a

•Turks but so impregnable-against attack 
-that the Frenchcand British couldn't take 
it during the World war. *

, - France gives part of Syria to the Turks for 


the privilege of the Dardanelles the pic- 
tures from Uncle Tom's Cabin-would be 
appropriate in the brochure.

Paris Soir which details the difficulties 
of radio reception in Europe. 


For a threatened war on the usual bat- 


tlefields has not withheld actual warfare 
over the airways. 


The first front in this regard is cen- 


tral Europe. 
On the one hand is Ger- 


many arrayed with Italy. 
On the other 


is Russia gloomily arrayed with the ghosts 
cf the slaughtered. Each is desperately at 
work drowning out the other propagan- 
da so that its own may be established. 
And in the very fact that these dictators 
do not want the millions under them to 
listen to a single word from others one 
may draw a double concept, how little 
the dictators think of the intelligence of 
their people and how wiid and false they 
expect the opponent's propaganda to be. 


It will be remembered that in these 


cases everything is official. The radio is 
as much an arm of the government as 
the army or navy. Russia has construct- 
ed an entire line of transmitters, sending 
out the short ultra-powerful waves and 
they broadcast entirely in German and 
Italian. 
Germany not only defends her- 


self against the Soviets' broadcasts by pro- 
hibiting her people from tuning in on 
them but she has a system known as "jam- 
ming the wave bands." This consists of 
radios whose only purpose in life is to 
create such whistling and static on the 
wave lengths of opposing radios as to 
drown them out. 


Germany also countered by creating 


the people's radio with waves of certain 
prescribed lengths only. But this system 
has been a failure. 
It seems that the 


German people are content enough to be 
denied the 
right 
of 
speaking 
their 


thoughts or of reading the thoughts of 
others but they will listen in out of the 
curiosity that drives all men when some- 
thing forbidden is being said. 


Each of these-governments is continu- 


ally fighting the phantom 
transmitters 


who oppose their own governments. 
In 


Germany these illegal stations are thought 
to be operated from swiftly moving cars. 
The very efficient German police have 
been unable to track them down and wipe 
them out. In Russia, despite the absence 
of good roads for cars to travel, the dif- 
ficulty of tracking down the phantom 
anti-Communist radios has been 'even 
more difficult. 
For two months steadily 


last year one of these phantoms started 
its broadcast every night with: "Stalin, 
your days are numbered and your vic- 
tims will revenge themselves." After an 
absence from the air of a few weeks 
this station returned with: 


"We ask our listeners' pardon for 


having discontinued our broadcasts. 
This was due to thc arrest of several 
of our comrades. Their trial will be 
another proof of Stalin's cowardice. 
Cease your murders, Stalin, before it 
is too late." 
But these illegal broadcasts come from 


sea as well as land. Boats navigating in 
the North, the Baltic, the Mediterranean 
and the Black Seas are very difficult to 
run down and even more difficult to es- 
tablish as the offenders. 
One of 
the 


broadcasts recently coming from the Bal- 
tic Sea started: 


"Soldiers of the Tied army, point 


your guns at the of£:c:al platform dur- 
ing thc next review before thc Krem- 
lin. Your action will put an end to thc 
sufferings of thc Russian people."

Child Has No Rights but Many 


Privileges in Family Circle 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Whenever a young person writes in to ask if he has not the right to 


do this and that, I feel like reminding him that he has no rights in the 
family circle, but many privileges. Rights arc something that savor of 
the law and I dislike the thought of law as a deciding factor In any fam- 
ily situation. All children, and all parents, too, have a right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, but anything'beyond that comes, 
to my way of thinking, under the head of privileges. 


For example, a young man in his senior year in college, asks if he 


hasn't the right to a fixed allowance .and the right to spend it as he 
pleases. His father supplies him with an allowance, but he insists that 
none of it be used for certain pleasures the young man thinks his right, 
and threatens to reduce the allowance if any of it is used for. those ends. 
Son asks if he has no rights here. 


I vote that he has none. His father has dealt with him in the spirit

Madison—While most items of 


government in Wisconsin in recent 
years have remained relatively con- 
stant in cost, the total expenditure 
of all units of government, state, 
county and 
local, has increased 


steadily due to the drain on govern- 
mental treasuries of public welfare 
demands, it'was shown today by 
the state tax commission.

ed Dr. Mary Ashby Check, president of Rockford college, in an address

•' Women Wednesday night at the home of Mrs. George Wcttengel, 915 E. 


Alton street. 


Comparing the education offered by the liberal arts college with that 


in the totalitarian states. Dr. Check pointed out that the ideals of the 
former were honored by oil people of culture, while education in the 
'totalitarian states had become propaganda, a machine of the state and 
oblivious to the contributions of other races and nations. 


But in spite of all their line ideals, liberal education and the democ- 


racies in which it thrives failed to 
live up to one of their tenents, fair 
play, in the years that followed the 
World war, Dr. Cheek said, 


"We are reaping the results o 


our failure to 'play cricket,'" sh 
explained. "Much as we deplore th 
present situation, we must neve 
forget that we helped to create it 
In all fairness we must admit tha 
we have failed to live up to ou 
ideals. Therefore we should give u] 
that 'holier than thou' attitude. I 
might save the situation." 


Dr. Cheek pointed out the con 


trast between the ideals of the li 
beral arts college and- the tenet 
espoused by the totalitarian states 
beginning with a discusison of ac 
curacy and truth. 


Scores Propaganda 


The adherence to truth and ac- 


curacy in the * liberal arts college 
cultivates sincerity and honesty, she 
said, while the exact antithesis of 
this adherence prevails in the dicta- 
tor states, where history is no longer 
history but propaganda, no longer 
a dispassionate study of the nations 
of the world but a study of one na- 
tion, which is always right and oth- 
ers which are always wrong. This

Baltimore — Human tuberculosis 


has been arrested 100 per cent in 
about 100 guinea pigs by a new 
form of sulfanilamidc. 


The pigs were not cured, but the 


disease was entirely stopped from 
spreading and the animals lived in 
good health until killed to further 
verify these results. 


No predictions are made whether 


the new drug will be useful to hu- 
man beings. 


These reports were made to the 


American Chemical society here to- 
day by Doctors M. L. Crossley, E. 
H. Northey and Martin E. Hult- 
quist of the Calco Chemical com- 
pany, Bound Brook, N. J. 


The sulfanilamide which saved the 


pigs was made by combining the 
drug with a fat from an acid com- 
mon in cocoanut oil. The com- 
pound's chemical name is N-l dode- 
canoyl sulfanilamide. It is a white 
solid, which the pigs ate. 


About 300 pigs were used in a 


year's experiments. They were in- 
jected in the abdomen, with mas- 
sive doses of human tuberculosis 
bacilli. 
Those receiving no sulfanilamide 


all died within 60 days, of tuber- 
culosis spread through their sys- 
tems. The 100 that lived were giv- 
en the dodecanoyl drug about three 
days after infection. 


Tubercles formed at the site of 


the infection, a sign of tuberculosis 
at that spot. The tubercles 
re- 


mained there as' long as the pigs 
lived. But the disease spread no 
farther. These pigs lost no weight. 
a sharp contrast to the unprotected 
pigs.

America 'Mobilized' 


To Furnish Most War 
Materials, Group Told 


New York—t^R—On the 22nd anni- 


versary of America's entrance'into 
the World War, assistant secretary 
of war. Louis Johnson today found 
the nation's industry "substantially 
mobilized" to meet the demands of 
armed conflict. 


In an address touching off Na- 


tional Army Day observances, John- 
son told the American Conference 
on National Defense last night that 
industry now was equipped to turn 
out within a six-month period all 
but 55 of the 7,000 industrial items 
required by the army in the event 
of war. 


He said progress was being made 


toward emergency manufacture of 
the remaining 55 products. 


Johnson said the war department's 


program was to have "sufficient sup- 
plies on hand to carry our initial 
force of 400.000'men through the 
first six months of war." 


Recalling that it took the United 


States 14 months to get its first di- 
vision of soldiers into the fighting 
line in the World war, he added: 


"We can never expect again to 


have 14 months in which to get 
ready."

Dewey Under Wraps While 


Candidacy Gains Momentum 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


New York—Although definitely intending to seek the Republican nom- 


ination, Thomas E. Dcwcy Js hiding under wraps for the time being. 


Politicians from many parts of the country arc calling on Dewey in 


steady procession, some to look him over, some to tender him support, 
and some to inquire what is in it for them. 


Dcwcy, who is a supremely self-confident young 


man, allows his candidacy to gather its own momen- 
tum without much artificial stimulation. He has no 
organization. No one is riding the trains for him as 
Jim Farley did for Roosevelt a year in advance of the 
1932 
convention. Dewey has authorized no one to 


speak for him. Politicians will have to see him direct- 
ly. For the present, Dewey is his own manager. He 
wants to lie low for some time. 


Dewey is not likely to make many courtroom ap- 


pearances between now and June 1940. His work as 
district attorney involves supervision of a large staff 
of attorneys. His office is responsible for cases in 
nine courts, with trials often going on simultaneously 
in all of them. This probably is the largest prosecu- 
tor's office in the world. Dewey's friends think it 


Raymond Clapper would be foolish for him to neglect the administrative 
work of this office in order to appear in court to obtain publicity. In fact 
he would run a risk of losing cases which isn't the kind of publicity 
Dewey wants now. 


Neither is Dewey anxious to make speeches. He turned away a lecture 


agent who offered him $1,000 a night. He refused to speak .in the Chicago 
mayoralty campaign as he has re- 
fused countless other invitations. 
Two weeks hence Dewey will speak 
off the record to the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors in 
Washington. But he's ducking the 
headlines. Probably not before au- 
tumn will Dewey begin to expose 
his ideas about national affairs. In 
this he pursues a course which is 
the opposite of that chosen by Sena- 
tor Robert Taft who loses no op- 
portunity to speak and acquaint 
the public with his views.

Cy led or tied for leading the Na- 


tional league in homers four times. 
He tied with Davis Robertson, of the 
Giants in 1916 with 12. Cy won 
again in 1920 with 15, in 1923 with 
41, and as late as 1927—when he had 
been in the majors 15 years—he 
lied Hack Wilson with 30. 


Hit 3 In Or.e Game 


The Three Lakes slugger hit three 


homeruns in a game May 11, 1923, 
and was one of the few men in ma- 
jor league history to hit for the cir- 
cuit as a pinch-hitter with the bases 
filled. Cy accomplished this rare 
feat April 15,1926. 


Williams v/as leflhanded all the 


way and was a dead right field hit- 
ter. 
The fielders 
used to move 


around to the right when he step- 


ped to the plate, but he rocketed 
enough hits off the right field wall 
at the old Baker bowl in Philly to 
keep his batting average up. 


He was born at Wadena, Jnd., 


(Dec. 21.1888) but has lived in Wis- 
consin for many years. 


Cy was an all-around athlete at 


Notre Dame, where he acquired his 
nickname from Don Hamilton, Co- 
lumbus. O., attorney and president 
of the Notre Dame alumni associa- 
tion, who was a sort of official crea- 
tor of "handles". A gangling lad, 
Williams seemed to fit the name 
"Cy." 


At the conclusion of his sopho- 


more year, Cy joined the Chicago 
Cubs in 1912. 


Gave More Time 


Pitchers in those days, he soon 


discovered, were tough, to hit. "It 
seems to me they gave more time to 
their pitching," he said not long 
ago. "I think they were smarter 
and had better control than the 
pitchers today," 


At any rate, playing irregularly, 


Cy didn't hit much in his first 
three years as a Cub. In 1915 his 
fielding won him a regular berth, 
and he responded by knocking out 
13 homeruns — quite something in 
those days. 


In December, 1917, he was traded 


to Philadelphia, where he became 
a local idol in short order. He wore 
the regalia of the Phils 13 seasons, 
batting over .300 seven times. 
, His best season as a regular was 
1926, when he hit .345. In his final 
year in the big show, 1930, he hit 
.471 
as a pinch-hitter, delivering 


eight blows, including two doubles, 
in 17 times at bat His average for 
19 seasons, during which he hit 251 
homeruns, was .292. 


Cy left the big show in 1931 for a 


whirl at managing the Richmond 
club of the old Eastern 
league, 


which was then on its last legs.

Green Bay—The senate commit- 


tee has voted not to recommend 
passage of bill 17S, the Public 
Hunting and Fishing Grounds bill 
sponsored by the executive council 
of the state conservation congress. 
This is bad news. 


This bill provides that the price 


of resident hunting licenses shall 
be increased from $1.00 to $2.00, the 
extra dollar to be used for the ac- 
quisition or lease of suitable lands 
o be used for public hunting and 
fishing grounds. It was agreed that 
most of 
these 
public 
hunting 


grounds would be acquired In the 
southerly part of the state where 
hunters are many but good hunting 
grounds are few and it was further 
understood that the areas would be 
mostly pheasant shooting areas. 


The chief opposition to this bill 


has come out of the northern part 
of the state where little if any of 
the money would be spent -while 
>eople of the north would have to 
help pay for hunting grounds JTur- 
her south. Maybe this is a nar- 
row attitude for them to take but 
nevertheless, 
bill 17-S is having 


'hard sledding." 


One must admit, however, that 


he pheasant hunter is already get- 
ing more than his money's worth 
when one considers 
that every 


jheasant hatched, reared and re- 
eased has cost 65 cents or more. 
All a man has to do is bag two 
pheasants and he has more than ac- 
counted for the cost of his hunt- 
ng license, after that every addi- 
ional bird he gets is being paid for 
>y other hurters. 
It does seem 


unfair that hunters at large should 
be asked to further finance the 
sport of the pheasant hunter.

There must be something 
that can be done so that pheasant 
hunters may be assurred of fur- 
ther pheasant hunting and that 
something should be done during 
this session of the legislature. 
- I still think that 17-S is a good 
bill but if it cannot pass then no 
time should be lost in substituting 
another. I would suggest a special 
license for hunters of pheasants and 
other exotic species costing two to 
three dollars, 75 per cent to be used, 
for public hunting grounds and 25 
per xent for hatching, rearing and 
winter feeding of game birds. Land- 
owners themselves should not be 
required to have this license while 
hunting'on their own lands. Such 
a bill should receive little opposi- 
tion in the legislature and it would 
accomplish the desired purposes. 


TACKLE YOUR TACKLE BOX 
Jn (he Leisure of Long: Winter 


Nights 


By Cal Johnson 


I 


T isn't too early to get your 
tackle in order for the approach- 
ing angling season. First of all, 


make sure that the tackle box itself 
is right. If you haven't the proper 
box for 
keeping your working 


equipment in order, you are licked 
before you start. 
A good tackle 


box will save you time and will 
protect your tackle, but a poor one 
will cause you more grief than any 
other single item you use. 


I£ you are- to have the right box, 


you must first analyze what size 
you need. A tackle box should be 
large enough to accommodate all 
of the lures in the way of plugs, 
spinners, spoons, and flies that your 
type of fishing demands. It should 
also be small enough so that it will 
not be a burden. 


I have never had any sympathy 


with the fellows who carry around 
a box as big as a trunk for their 
tackle. That borders on fool-hardy 
boasting that they have everything 
in the fishing tackle world. It is as 
silly as the golf bags of those 120 
shooters which have everything in 
them from a garden hoe to an axe 
and lawn mower .for the rough. 


Compartments Necessary 


A tackle box should have separate 


compartments for reels, for spare 
lines, for hooks, and for the various 
types of lures. It should be so con- 
structed that the lures are protected 
because many a jammed tackle box 
has ruined plugs and other baits 
much more quickly than the most 
savage fish in the water. 


There should be a compartment 


for first aid needs and one for 
pliers, stringers, and other items so 
necessary to comfortable fishing. If 
there isn't room in your tackle box 
for your 
equipment aside 
from 


rods, then something is wrong with 
your planning. 


A tackle box should be small 


enough to be easily handled in an 
automobile, a boat, or a canoe. If 
it is unwieldy, it will cause vou a 
lot of inconvenience. It should also 
be small enough to fit into compart- 
ments or under boat seats where 
it won't be kicked around during 
tense moments. 


Your tackle box 
should be of 


strong construction and yet not so 
heavy that it will be a burden over 
portages and carrying around from 
boats to cabins, and so on. It should 
be absolutely water-proof to protect 
your baits, reels, and lines. 


It should have an effective lock 


that will stay closed when the box 
is supposed to be shut. Nothing is 
more disconcerting than to have 
tackle flying all over a boat when 
a big fish is giving, you a~battle.

statements of the Algonquin's cos 
mology as thiit which has been 
culled from many sources, freed 
from such cumbersome symbolism 
as is inhibited by the Caucasian 
mind and set down here with a 
much clarity as possible? 


The ancient Algonquin concciv 


ed of the universe in this wise 
Midway floated a great island, th 
earth, surrounded by a limitless 
ocean from which it had emergec 
out of chaos. Above the earth was 
the Sky Country, composed of four 
superimposed tiers. Below the earth 
was the underground or nether re- 
gion also composed of four strata 
In the nether region prevailed ev- 
il deities continually presenting 
challenge to the good spirits of the 
Sky Country. Over the lowest stra- 
tum presided the great Snow White 
Bear, next came the Hairless Bear, 
then, the Underground Panther.— 
then over the stratum nearest the 
earth ruled the Horned Hairy Ser- 
pent It is this writer's conviction 
that all of'this is the purest sym- 
bolism. She would. Interpret the 
Snow White Bear as a symbol oi 
great physical strength which had 
. to give way to spiritual power in 
the final conflict,—you will recall 
that in the Totem Legend the earth- 
ly bear, the counterpart of this un- 
derground, evil god, was the first 
to recognize the Great Spirit's pow- 
er and to desire the stature of man 
Here, It would seem, is something 
of deep significance, if one is in 
dined to read that significance in 
to the recorded story.

In cities, Filipino men are apt 


to be dressed like white men who 
live in hot climates. They wear 
light-colored clothes to keep from 
suffering in the blazing sunshine. 
, In a village, the Filipinos often 
have colorful costumes. A man may 
be dressed in knee-length pants, 
made of red cotton cloth. His shirt 
is not likely to have a collar, bat 
it is sure to have a tail, and it is 
common in some places for the 
tail to hang outside the trousers. 
Broad-brimmed straw hats and san- 
dals arc widely worn in the coun- 
try. 


Filipino women are fond of one- 


piece dresses without belts. The 
dresses hang from the shoulders 
down to the ankles. On feast days, 
the women may put on black ap- 
rons, and perhaps also red coats 
made of cotton cloth. 


Sometimes in a city, but more 


commonly in villages and in coun- 
try parts, the water buffalo is vo 
be seen lumbering along, pulling a 
cart. The driver guides the animal 
by pulling a rope rein, fastened 10 
its nose. Water buffaloes do not 
move fast, hardly two miles an hour 
but they are strong and can pull 
bi£ loads. 


Filipino boys and young men 


t«ke part in many sports. They 
play baseball, and are rather go-.-d 
at it They also like tennis and 
handball. 


Less to be praised is the spcrt 


of cock-fighting. On some of the Is- 
lands, there is hardly a village 
which does not have a cockpit. 


There are up-to-date homes In 


the Philippines where the families 
have furniture very much like ou-.s. 
In others there is a small amouvt 
of furniture, including benches, t?.- 
bles and simple beds. Some homes. 
however, have little furniture ar.d 
no chairs; people seat themselves 
on the floor, or perhaps we may 
better say on their heels. Members 
of the family rest their plates at 
dinner time on their laps or on i'^e 
floor. In some sections, the pla:t-s 
are made of banana leaves. There 
is no need to wash dishes in homes 
where banana leaves are employ- 
ed—the housewife just throws the 
plates away.

fight. 


The whole doctrine of the dicta- 


torships in pressing their threats and 
applying their coercion has been 
that democracies either were too 
flabby or too pacifistic to offer re- 
sistance. But the change in British 
policy and the strengthening of the 
French determination has brought 
out clearly that the democracies will 
fight if goaded to the extreme. 


War Inevitable?

ifested in democratic countries, but 
is this true in countries of the dic- 
tatorships?

Moral Rearmament 


Governmental policies, however, 


which are based on the assumption 
that human beings hate war, wheth- 
er they are under a dictator's yoke 
or under a democracy's mantle of 
freedom, are in the long run likely 
to be more intelligently devised and 
operated than if they contribute by 
their acts and statements toward the 
development of hates and passions 
in neighboring countries. 


While military and naval rearm- 


ament is going on apace in Britain 
and France and even in the Unit- 
ed States, it is apparent that not as 


much thought is given to the moral 
rearmament which may make pos- 
sible 
reconciliation of 
peoples. 


Since peoples alone fight wars and 
make sacrifices, pressure upon the 
nations of central Europe is by no 
means a hopeless task, just as pres- 
sure upon the peoples of the dem- 
ocratic countries to project 
pro- 


grams of justice as a means of at- 
tracting the peoples of totalitarian 
states to their cause is not without 
hope of ultimate success. 
While 


chances for the growth of a moral re- 
armament may not be as bright as 
they should be. the crusades for bet- 
ter understanding "between nations 
on a basis of honorable dealings and 
mutual concession are not likely to 
be discouraged, but rather ecour- 
aged by the acuteness of
